THE SWORD OF THE LORD

Rev. S. L. Morgan, Sr., Wake Forest, North Carolina, a 
Baptist minister and critic of the Bible, some time ago wrote 
an article published in several Southern Baptist papers in- 
sisting that God does not punish sin. His idea was that the 
Old Testament teaching that the fall of man came because 
of sin, that God punishes sin with disease and trouble, was 


not true. 


Now in a more recent article, 
published in the Arkansas Baptist 
for September 22, 1955, Mr. Mor- 
gan comes out even more plainly 
to deny the reliability of the Old 
‘Testament. 

We do not believe that Southern 
Baptist editors thought through 
the matter. They are not ac- 
customed to fighting modernism. 
They are usually not sensitive to 
modernism. I do not believe that 
the editor of the Arkansas Baptist 
agrees with what he published. I 
think he was just too much con- 
cerned about building the Baptist 
program and not enough concern- 
ed about being true to Christ and 
the Bible. Recently he has been 
publishing attacks on some of us 
who stand up for the fundamen- 
tals of the faith. And now, to the 
shock of Bible-believing readers, 
he publishes this attack on the Old 
. Testament. 

A pastor writes me, “What do 
you think of Brother S. L. Mor- 
gan’s article? Does he deny the 
plain teaching of the Old Testa- 
ment?” 

Yes, I answer, he certainly does 
deny the plain teaching of the 
Old Testament. 

Mr. Morgan starts out to ex- 
plain what he thinks “is the mas- 
ter key to understanding all such 
references in the Old Testament 
to God as sending disease and 
affliction to punish people.” And 
then he continues— 


“Man began long ago with 
very dim and erroneous ideas a- 
bout God. And Jesus express- 
ly said he ‘came to fulfill the 
Old Testament law and the 
prophets,’ that is, to fill them 
full of the concepts God had al- 
ways wanted to put into them, 
but could not because men were 
too slow and dull to take in all 
He wanted to say. 

“The Sermon on the Mount is 
full of that idea: over and over 
Jesus said, ‘They of old time 

said... but I say.’ They of old 
time said, ‘An eye for eye and 
- @ tooth for a tooth’—that is, the 
old law said you may rightly 
pay back evil for evil, but God’s 
will was different: instead of 
revenge, you must LOVE YOUR 
ENEMIES and do them good.” 
This is the line of-modern in- 
fidels. This is the way Georgia 
Harkness, Bishop Oxnam, Nels 
Ferre, and other unbelievers deny 
the authority and accuracy of the 
Bible. They accuse Jesus of saying 
that the Old Testament was not 
true and that He came to cor- 
rect it. They misread and mis- 
interpret the clear statements in 
the Sermon on the Mount. It is 


shocking for them to ignore the 


plain statements of Jesus in Mat- } 


thew 5:17-19: 


“Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: 
I am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfil. For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one jot 
or one tittle shall im no wise pass 
from the law, till all be fulfilled. 
Whosoever therefere shall break 
one of these least commandments, 
and shall teach men so, he shall be 
called the least in the kingdom of 
heaven: but whosoever shall do 
and teach them, the same shall be 
called great in the kingdom of 
heaven.” 

It is shocking for them to turn 
to the same 5th chapter of Mat- 
thew and try to make Jesus say 
that the Old Testament is_ not 
true. It is an unscholarly and 
thoughtless attitude. Careful study 
of these Scriptures in Matthew 5: 
22, 28, 32, 34, 39 and 44 will show 
you that Jesus never in any case 
eontradicts the Old Testament, 
out always enlarges and expands 
the meaning. This whole idea that 
Jesus repudiated the Old Testa- 
ment was invented by modernists 
to deny what Jesus so clearly 
taught. 

In Matthew 4:4 Jesus plainly 
says of the Scriptures that, “... 
every word ... proceedeth out of 
the mouth of God.” 


This Baptist Paper Publishes 
That the Old Testament 
Shows a “Revolting 
Idea of God”’ 


If Mr. Morgan thought that Je- 
sus was starting a new truth when 
He said, “love your enemies” he 
is simply ignorant of the Old 
Testament. It was: commanded in 
the Old Testament. When Jesus 
gave this rule in Matthew 22:39 
He was plainly quoting from Levi- 
ticus 19:18, and plainly says He 
was quoting from the Old Testa- 
ment law. How ignorant can a 
man be of the Bible when he sets 
out to criticize it? And how foolish 
must an editor be to publish that 
kind of an attack on the Bible, un- 
less he believes that: way himself? 

Mr. Morgan says that “the dis- 
ciples still had such a revolting 
idea of God, as vengeful” and 
gives an example, “even as Elijah 
in the story called down fire from 
heaven and burned up the captains 
and their fifties” (II Kings 1:9). 


Then Mr. Morgan says, “ ‘They 
of old time,’ including certainly 
some of the early Bible writers, 
only thought God could be venge- 
ful and cruel. Century by century, 
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Arkansas Baptist Paper Says 0.1. Not True 


through the great saints and 
prophets and psalmists, God slow- 
ly, patiently ¢ontinued to teach 
the Hebrew nation a more Chris- 
tian concept of God; and at last 
revealed Him fully... ” 


This Southern Baptist Unbe- 
liever Agrees With Modernist 
Joseph Fort Newton 


Read this striking passage from 
Mr. Morgan’s article published in 
the Arkansas Baptist (we do not 
know if it was published in other 
Baptist papers. His preceding arti- 
cle was). 

“One of the great preachers 
and writers of our day was 
Joseph Fort Newton. You would 
enjoy his book RIVER OF 
YEARS. He tells how in his 
early days “as a minister in 
Louisville Baptist Seminary and 
later, he was much confused and 
disturbed by the Old Testament 
stories of God as doing and com- 
manding things hard and cruel. 
He said to his wise Christian 
mother (in substance), ‘If these 
stories give a. true picture of 
what God is like, then Jesus 
was wrong.’ She said, ‘Son, you 
listen to Jesus, no matter what 
people in old: times thought.’ 
He followed her wise advise, and 
his difficulties vanished in time. 

“While he was pastor in Phil- 
adelphia, he was invited to ad- 
dress a society devoted to the 
spread of atheism. He began by 
asking them one by one, ‘What 
kind of God is it you deny?’ 
One after another they describ- 
ed to him the God of the early 
Old Testament, who was re- 
presented as leading Israel in 
wars of extermination, and or- 
dering the slaughter of captives 
—sometimes even to the ‘infant 
and suckling’ (I Sam. 15:3); 
sending fire to burn up the two 
captains and their fifties (II 
Kings 1:9), and sending bears 
to tear up 42 children (If Kings 
2:24). 

“Newton said to the ‘atheists,’ 
‘If that is the kind of God you 
deny, I want to apply for mem- 
bership in your society. Such a 
God is. no more like the God I 
worship than a Kangaroo is like 
an archangel.’ ” 


Note that Joseph Fort Newton 
agreed with the atheists. He did 
not believe in “the God of the 
early Old Testament.” He did not 
believe that the Old Testament is 
true. And Morgan agrees with un- 
believer Newton in denying the 
Bible. And the editor of the Ar- 
kansas Baptist agrees enough to 
publish this criticism, this denial 
of the Bible! 


This is the straight-out infidel 
line. All these modernists, includ- 
ing Ferre, Oxnam, Buttrick, like 
Joseph Fort,.Newton-.and Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, pretend to be 
for Jesus Christ, but they deny the 
Bible. They even say Jesus may 
have sinned and that He may have 
been born a bastard, but they 
think He was very nice for all of 
that. But they do not believe the 
Bible. 

That is wicked infidelity, and it 
is a disgrace for it to be publish- 
ed in.a Baptist paper. Every Bap- 
tist reader of the paper ought to 
demand a public retraction in the 
paper or stop his subscription. It 
is a sin to have that kind of 
teaching coming into a Christian 
home. 


The Folly of So-Called 
Progressive Revelation 


Beware of the men who speak 
for progressive revelation. It is 
true that revelation progresses, 
that is, God added the New Testa- 
ment to His Old Testament revela- 
tion. It is true that every book 
which God had written, added 
some new revelation. But the idea 
that the revelation was imper- 
fect at first, and that little by 
little men learned more of God 
and so wrote better things about 
Him is utterly false. It is of Satan. 
It contradicts what the Bible it- 
self teaches and what Jesus said 
about the ‘Scriptures. 

Jesus plainly said that every jot 
and tittle of the Bible was in- 
spired and true and He said that 
none of it would pass away (Matt. 


9:17, 18). He said that every word!

The Bible Does 
Not Condemn 
Christmas 


Trees

Dear Mrs. M 

I am glad you wrote me frank- 
ly and I am glad to answer you 
in brotherly love. I think I can 
help you if you read very carefully 
and prayerfully what I have to 
say. 

You are wrong in _ supposing 
that Jeremiah 10:1-5 talks about 
a Christmas tree. The writer of 
the tract you sent was likewise 
wrong on this matter. How could 
you say that the Catholics started 
Christmas and Christmas trees 
and then try to prove it by a 
Scripture in Jeremiah, written 
centuries before there was any 
Catholic chyrch? Jeremiah, chap- 
ter 10, is speaking about the mak- 
ing of an idol out of wood and 
covering it with gold or silver. 
Verse 8 calls it “the stock,” an- 
other term for idols. Verse 9 
speaks of this wooden idol being 
covered with silver plates or gold 
plating. Verse 10 contradicts the 
idol with the true God. Verse 11 
says that these heathen idol gods 
shall perish. Verse 14 says that 
every man who makes molten or 
graven images in a foundry is con- 
founded by the idols, knowing that 
he made them and they cannot be 
gods. “ Jeremiah 10:1-5 speaks 
about the making of an idol which 
is worshipped and has no refer- 
ence whatever to a Christmas 
tree. If you had not been already 
especially anxious to have some- 
thing to charge against Catholics 


you would not have been taken in 


by such a false exegesis of a 
Scripture. 


I see nothing wrong’ with 


|Christmas trees, and we have a 


little Christmas tree in our own 
home each year. It is only a mat- 
ter of traditional decoration. One 
might well say, “Is it wrong to 
have turkey at Thanksgiving,” Or, 
“Is it wrong to have lilies at 
Easter?” There is nothing in the 
Bible forbidding a Christmas tree. 
No cne ever worships a Christmas 
tree, and I do not know of any 
sin to which the use of a Christ- 
ma tree leads.

of it proceeded from the mouth 
of God (Matt. 4:4; Luke 4:4). And 
He was quoting from an Old 
Testament text, Deuteronomy 8:- 
3, when he said it! In the New 
Testament Jesus and Paul quoted 
continually from the Old Testa- 
ment, including Genesis and other 
parts of the law. Jesus Himself 
plainly believed that the whole 
Old Testament was exactly true. 
Mr. Morgan, Nels Ferre, Buttrick, 
Barth, Fosdick, Oxnam, join with 
Ingersoll, Paine, and Voltaire in 
denying that the Bible is true. 
What a shocking thing! 

Again we say, no Christian 
should allow this kind of materia] 
to come into his home and be 
read by his children and by im- 
mature Christians. Readers of the 
Arkansas Baptist should demand a 
public retraction of that infidel 
teaching, or should stop their 
subscriptions to the paper at once, 
in my judgment.

Is it proper and fitting to have 
a Santa Claus in our church at 
Christmas, to entertain the chil-« 
dren? 


I have gone very carefully into 
this matter of the Santa Claus 
myth and Christmas traditions 
and the following are my con- 
clusions, worked out as an active 
pastor, then as an evangelist, as 
well as a Christian father: 


1. It is certainly wrong to lie 
about Santa Claus and tell that 
myth as the truth. Such lying and 
deception is always a sin, and 
Christians should not be guilty of 
it. 

2. The actions of a church and 
Sunday School in this matter 
should always be true to convic- 
tions. That means that in Sunday 
School and church activities at 
Christmas the interest should be 
in Jesus Christ primarily, and al- 
so we ought not leave the im- 
pression that we _ believe a lie. 


3. However, I do not believe 
that Santa Claus would neces- 
sarily be wrong, used as a sym- 
bol of Christmas cheer and giving 
and happiness, provided one did 
not mislead children nor help 
others mislead them. It is possible 
for nice Christian people to use 
Santa Claus as simply a kind of 
Christmas symbol like we _ use 
Christmas trees and holly and 
greeting cards and turkey din- 
ners. In our own home we always 
have a Christmas tree, and we 
speak about Santa Claus in a 
symbolic way. All my children 
from babyhood have been taught 
the simple truth that Santa Claus 
is simply a mythical character 
who does not exist. Rather, San- 
ta Claus represents an idea of 
Christmas cheer and giving. If it 
be prayerfully done with the ideas 
I have mentioned, I do not know 
that it would be wrong. And I 
certainly would not want to make 
other people unhappy by interfer- 
ing with what they mean for 
innocent joy at Christmastime, 
provided that they do not deceive 
anybody. 

I think it is all right for one 
to talk about “Paul Bunyan,” al- 
though everybody knows that that 
fabled lumberman never lived. 
“Jack Frost” is not a real person, 
though that is an attractive figure 
of speech. “Uncle Sam” is not 
a real person, but is a coven- 
ient and pleasant symbol. I would 
not think anyone a poor Christian 
who used the symbol or name of 
“Uncle Sam” or “Jack Frost” or 
“Paul Bunyan” or “Santa Claus,” 
provided they did not try to de- 
ceive. I do not believe there are 
any witches riding around on 
broom sticks, but I do not mind 
that kind of decoration for a Hal- 
lowe’en social, if the social is oth- 
erwise all right. 


Of course, the main thing to 
remember is that Jesus Christ 
must be first with us Christians. 
We have no right to have any 
social affairs or any private or 
public joys or labors or sorrows 
into which Jesus Christ does not 
come as our Saviour and Lord 
and the delight of our heart. We 
should remember the command, 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of God” (I Cor. 10: 
31). We must be careful not to 
judge others but each to judge his 
own heart. Each one must give an 
account to God for his own con- 
science and also somewhat for his 
brother’s .conscience. Make sure, 
then, not to grieve the dear Holy 
Spirit who lives within and not 
to cause some other Christian 
with weaker conscience or less 
understanding, to stumble. 
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Love is a tender word—a word of compassion, mercy, 
grace, goodness and forgiveness. Hate is a harsh word. It}; 
grates on your nerves. It speaks of unyielding opposition. It |

betokens relentlessness. We hear a lot about the love of 


Christ, the love of God, but we never hear anything about 


what God hates. 


Now the Bible tells us there 
are some things that God hates. 
Proverbs, chapter 6, verses 16 
through 19, tells us: 

“These six things doth the Lord 
hate; yea, seven are an abomina- 
tion unto him: A proud look, a 
lying tongue, and hands that shed 
innocent blood, An heart that de- 
viseth wicked imaginations, feet 
that be swift in running to mis- 
chief, A false witness that speak- 
eth lies, and he that soweth dis- 
cord among brethren.” 


There is something else that God 
hates. He hates a quitter. Luke 
9:62 quotes Jesus as saying: 

“No man, having put his hand 
to the plough, and looking back, is 
fit for the kingdom of God-’ 

We are told that Jesus set His 
face like a flint to go to Jerusalem. 
He knew that He was going to be 
betrayed into the hands of His ene- 
mies, that they would ridicule 
Him, falsely accuse Him, beat and 
abuse Him, pluck out His beard 
and mock Him, crucify and kill 
Him—but He set His face like a 
flint to go to Jerusalem, He wasn’t 
a quitter. 

Paul, when he came to write 
his last farewell to young Timo- 
thy, wrote: 

“T am ready to be offered, the 
time of my departure is at hand: 
I have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept 
the faith.” 

Iie wasn’t a quitters He finish- 
ed his fight. There are a lot of 
good starters but Paul was a good 
finisher. And it is the finish that 
counts. “‘Keep on keeping on.” 

There is something else that 
God hates. God hates a coward. 
The story of the people turning 
back at Kadesh-Barnea vividly 
portrays that fact. God had led 
the children of Israel with a cloud 
by day and a pillar of fire by 
night and had brought them to 
the edge of the promised land. 
Twelve messengers were selected 
—one from each tribe—to spy out 
the land and bring back a report. 
When they returned their report 
was almost unanimous. They all 
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agreed that it was a wonderful } 


land filled with milk and honey, 
and that it was the land to which 


they had been journeying, that it | 


was to be greatly desired. But 
they differed on their ability to 


take it. Two were for proceeding § 
at once. They wanted to lead the|# 
charge, open the attack, and get |# 


the job over and done with. They 
said, ‘We are well able to over- 
come it.” The other ten _ spies

And they 
discouraged the heart of the 
people and turned them back to 
wander in the wilderness for forty 
years of bleaching bones and brok- 
en hearts; of grumbling and com- 
plaining. And the Bible says that 
it made God mad, and He declar- 
ed that not one person over forty 
years of age would live to go over 
Jordan and possess that land ex- 
cept old Joshua and Caleb. They 
went over. 


God hates a quitter 

There 
God hates. He hates a coward. 

In the 78th Division of 
Psalms we read: 


“The children of Ephraim, be- 
ing armed, and carrying bows, 
turned back in the day of battle. 
They kept not the covenant of 
God, and refused to walk in his 
law; And forgot his works, and 
his wonders that he had showed 
them Therefore the Lord 
heard this, and was wroth: so 
a fire was kindled against Jacob, 
and anger also came up against 
Israel.” 


“The children of Ephraim, be- 
ing armed and. bearing bows, 
turned back in the day of battle.” 
They were “soldiers. on parade” 
and could not face the fire even 
though they were armed and 
carrying bows. Above all other 
times they should have stood in 
the day of battle. That is the 
day of all days with a soldier. 
The conflict was too stout for 
their weak hearts. The fire was 
too hot for their thin skins. The 
road was too rough for their ten- 
der feet. They turned back in the 
day of battle. 

“They kept not the covenant of 
God, and refused to walk in His 
laws.” They broke faith=with God 
in the very time when He needed 
them most. It is bad to break 
faith with your parents, your 
children, your brothers or sisters, 
your business associates, or your 


the 


friends, but it is worse to break|.. 


faith with God. And next to that 
is to break faith with your com- 
rades in the day of battle. It is 
awful just to retire from the field 
and let the braver ones bear the 
brunt of battle alone. 

They were an ungrateful people. 
They forgot God’s works and His 
wonders that He showed them. 
They forgot the Red Sea exper- 
ience. They forgot the wilderness 
experiences with the manna from 
Heaven and gushing waters flow- 
ing from the rocks. They forgot 
all His benefits. The saving of 
their “skins” in the day of battle 
meant more to them than all the 
past blessings of God. 

They provoked God’s’ wrath 
upon them. “Therefore, the Lord 
heard this and was wroth; so a 
fire was kindled against Jacob, 
and anger also came up against 
Israel.”’ Nations, denominations, 
communities, churches and _ indi- 
viduals break faith with God at 
their peril. They cannot do it with 
impunity. God is not unmindful. 
He rewards faithfulness with the 
sunshine of His blessings and un- 
faithfulness with the frown of 
His wrath, 


They proved themselves to be a 
“little people in a big day.” Any- 
body can be “soldiers on parade.” 
Anybody can be thankful when 
everything is going well. Any- 
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body can keep faith when there 
is no occasion for breaking it. Any- 
body can stand up when there is 
nothing to stand up against. Small 
people can be big in a little day; 
but only big people can be big 
in a big day. The children of E- 
phraim were a little people in a 
big day. The battle revealed them. 
It “showed them up.” The fire 
burned off their camouflage. It 
made them “stand up” in their 
true light. It exposed their weak- 
heartedness. 


They were little people in a big 
day. 

My friends, crises do not make 
men; they reveal them. The chil- 
dren of Ephraim were already a 
little people and this big day of 
battle made them stand forth in 
their true light. That is what a 
crisis does for people. You often 
hear a person say of another: 
“The crisis made him.’ Well, it 
is a. mistake. He was already 
made and the trial, battle, emer- 
gency or whatever the crisis was, 
just revealed him. The flood re- 
vealed Noah. He was already a 
man who walked with God. Ka- 
desh-Barnea revealed Joshua and 
Caleb, as well as ten others, but 
it did not make them. The same 
thing was true of Mordecai and 
Esther, of the three Hebrew chil- 
dren when they were cast into 
the fiery furnace, of Daniel when 
he went to the den of lions, of 
John the Baptist when he stood 
before Herod, of Paul when. he 
stood alone at Antioch. 

Yes, sir! God hates a coward. 
He looks with holy contempt upon 
a man or woman who stands shak- 
ing in their boots and refuses to 
face the foe, charge the ramparts 
of the enemy and stand up a- 
gainst the mighty. 

Take another Scripture. Judges 
5:23..Listen to. it: 

“Curse ye Meroz, said the angel 
of the Lord,_curse ye bitterly the 
inhabitants thereof; because they 
came not to the help of the Lord 
. against the mighty.” 

The battle was on. But they 
were either cowards or indifferent. 
They just stood shaking in their 
boots. They didn’t join the ene- 
my. They didn’t desert to the foe. 
They just came not to the help 
of the Lord against the mighty. 

You know, my friends, it is 
just as wicked not to do what 
you ought to do as it is to do 
what you ought not to do. The 
sin of omission is just as black 
in the sight of God as is the sin 
of* commission. The Bible says: 

“To him that knoweth to do 
good and doeth it not to him it is 
sin.” 

The man of one talent was 
condemned not because he had 
only one talent, not because he 
misused that talent, but because 
he did not use it at all. He hid 
it in the ground. He wasted it. It 
was the sin of omission. He says 
that he was afraid. That was the 
reason he gave for his neglect. 
He was a coward, and God hates 
a coward. The cause of righteous- 
ness in this country suffers more 
from pure unadulterated coward- 
ice on the part of preachers, deac-. 
ons, Sunday School teachers, and 
church members than from any 
other reasons. They are afraid to 
open their mouths against the 
wickedness, sin, and deviltry for

One of the most common and 
familiar expressions of affection 
in our English language is the 
warm, friendly greeting, “Happy 
Birthday!” When some one who 
is dear to our hearts reaches an- 
other milestone in life we go all- 
out to make that occasion a truly 
“happy” one in their experience. 
We send appropriate cards which 
wish them, whether in a humorous 
or serious vein, a “happy” birth- 
day. If at all possible, we visit 
them .on that particular day and 
vociferously tell them our heart’s 
desire is that they have a “happy” 
birthday. .The main motive be- 
hind our giving of presents is to 
make the day a “happy” one for 
the individual we love. Telegrams, 
long-distance telephone calls, flow- 
ers, candy, surprise parties, and 
all the rest are simply mediums 
we use trying to make the birth- 
day “happy” for the one we seek 
to honor. 


But what makes a_ birthday 
“happy”? Obviously, there is no 
stock answer for that question 
since the individual’s personality, 
desires, peculiarities, and tastes 
would enter in and make the 
answer different for many types 
of people. 

For children it would probably 
involve the receiving of presents, 
especially some gift that had been 
anxiously anticipated. Perhaps the 
heart had been set upon receiving a 
bike, a pony, a doll, some skates 
or some other particular present 
and the reception of it would 
make the occasion truly “happy. 
Or it might be that a party would 
be the thing to delight the child. 

A little, inexpensive gift. from 
a small son or daughter might 
make the day a happy one for a 
parent. I remember that my Own 
mother treasured a ten-cent grape- 
fruit knife which I selected and 
purchased with my own savings on 
one occasion far more than other 
expensive gifts she received. She 
kept that knife for many years 
and perhaps has it to this day— 
about a quarter*of a century later. 
Or the thing that would make 
a birthday a delight for a parent 
might be a surprise trip home by 
married children and_ grandchil- 


dren. 
Soldiers, sailors, marines, stu- 
dents and others away from 


home might have a happy birth- 
day through a flood of mail tim- 
ed to arrive on that special oc- 
casion. One of my own sweetest 
birthday memories involves awak- 
ing in a strange city where I was 
working to find that the landlady 
had shoved a host of mail under 
my door from friends and loved 
ones who had “remembered” me 
on that day I had expected would 
be the least enjoyable of my birth- 
day experiences. 

For others the day would seem 
bright as a result of different 
things. It would be a happy day 
for a young lady if her sweetheart 
used that occasion to present an 
engagement ring. An unsaved per- 
son’s idea of what it would take 
to make the day happy for him 
might involve a_ dinner. dance, 
honky-tonking, friends in for a 
card party, the theater, or some 
other manner of worldly enter- 
tainment. 

But none of these things are 
what Dr. Rice has his heart set 
upon for making his sixtieth birth- 
day a happy occasion for him.

Four remarkably 
conferences of pastors and evan- 
gelists were held during Septem- 
ber in Formosa, Korea, Vietnam, 
and the Philippines by World Vis- 
ion, Inc., under the direction of 
Dr. Bob Pierce, president. Reports 
and testimonies reveal that the 
gatherings have reached a new 
high level of interest and blessing, 
and have given promise of a big 
step forward in the evangelization 
of these lands. 


The conferences reached their 
peak in Seoul, Korea, when more 
than 80,000 persons traveled by 
foot to the mass Sunday afternoon 
rally on a former site of a Jap- 
anese Shinto shrine. With perfect 
weather, Dr. Pierce appealed to 
the capacity crowd for new dedi- 
cation of lives to Christ’s service. 
He was assisted by a united choir, 
an orchestra, the brass band of 
the Korean army staff college, and 
the Four Flats male quartet from 
Portland, Oregon. 

Over 3300 pastors, chaplains, 
and evangelists packed the Yung 
Nak Presbyterian Church for the 
eight-day conference, *‘ exceeding

last year’s total of 2212. Three 
sessions were held daily and gen- 
eral meetings each evening. 
Many denominations were rep- 
resented. The pastors also held an 
all-night prayer meeting toward 
the close of the conference in 
earnest supplication for revival. 
First country reached in the re- 
cent World Vision tour was For- 
mosa, declared by many as the 
greatest opportunity of service for 
the Christian Church. Over 500

They are all 
gone out of the way, they are 
together become _ unprofitable; 
there is none that doeth good, no, 
not one” (Rom. 3:11, 12). Thank 
God for a loving, for a com- 
passionate, for a seeking God! 
When Jesus came He announced 
everywhere, “The Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that 
which was lost” (Luke 19:10). 

Some people think that God is 
too good to send a person to Hell. 
My friend, God is good. But if 
any one of you goes to Hell, it 
will not be God’s fault. You will 
go to Hell in spite of all God can 
do.

But if they will 
not repent of their sins, if they 
will not heed the call of God, 
then there is nothing left for God 
to do but to send them, with 
their sins, to Hell. 


Yes, God is good or He would 
never have given us Jesus, “For 
God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but -have everlasting 
life.” Many times unsaved people 
feel that nobody cares when they 
are neglected, sometimes by the 
people of God. When they are 
beaten down by Satan; when they 
become discouraged and many 
times broken by sin, and nobody 
has sought them out, they some- 
times feel as David felt when he 
said, “I looked on my right hand, 
and beheld, but there was no man 
that would know me: refuge failed 
me; no man cared for my soul” 
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Often when I go to a market or 
store for some particular brand of 
goods, the clerk courteously says, 
‘We do not have that item but we 
do have this, an item just as good.” 

Very often the statement is 
strictly true, the substitute proves 
to be just as good as the desired 
thing. 

But occasionally it is a fraud; I 
feel cheated and somewhat tried 
with myself because I did not in- 
sist on the genuine. 

Satan is busy endeavoring to 
palm off on us substitutes for 
genuine revival—a brand of evan- 
gelism that scabs over the con- 
dition of the human heart. As 
much as we need a revival we dare 
not settle for less than the genuine.

(Psa. 142:4). But if there is an 
unsaved person here tonight, I 
say to you that there are many 
more people who care than you 
realize. Oh, if we who are saved 
could look on the records of 
Heaven and see how many people 
prayed for us before we were 
saved! If we could just know 
among the people of God how 
many there are who care! Hands 
went up all over this congregation 
awhile ago, saying, “Somebody is 
on my heart.” 


I. God the Father Cares Who 
Goes to Hell 


But above all of that, I want 
you to see tonight some others 
who care, and I put at the head 
of the list God the Father. Listen 
to the words of Peter: ‘The Lord 
is not slack concerning his promise, 
as sOme men count slackness; but 
is longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but 
that all should come -to repent- 
ence” (II Pet. 3:9). 

Hear the call of God even in 
the Garden of Eden. Read how the 
first sinning parents hid them- 
selves behind the trees in the 
garden and how God comes down 
from Heaven and walks through 
the garden, calling, ‘Adam! Adam! 
where art thou?” Look through 
the pages of the Old Testament— 
to say nothing of the New—and 
you will be astounded at how 
many times you hear the call of 
God to a lost world. Someone has 
said the invitation and the plea 
and the call of God to a lost 
world occurs more than nineteen 
hundred times in the pages of this 
blessed Book. What does it mean? 
It means that God is not willing 
that any should go to Hell. “As 
I live, saith the Lord God, I have 
no pleasure in the death of the 
wicked; but that the wicked turn 
from his way and live.” Then He 
said, “Turn ye, turn we from your 
evil ways; for why will ye die?” 
(Ezek. 33:11). Again we hear Him 
saying, “All day long have I 
stretched forth my hands unto a 
disobedient and gainsaying people”’ 
(Rom, 10:21). And again, ‘Look 
unto me, and be ye saved, all the 
ends of the earth: for I am God, 
and there is none else” (Isa. 
45:22). Listen again, “Let the 
wicked -forsake his way, and the 
unrighteous man his thoughts: and 
let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him; and 
to our God, for he will abundantly 
pardon” (Isa. 55:7). And again, 
“Ho, every one that _ thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters, and he 
that hath no money; come ye, 
buy, and eat; yea, come, buy wine 
and milk without money and with- 


‘out price. Wherefore do ye spend 


money for that which is not 
bread? and your labour for that 
which satisfieth not? hearken 
diligently unto me, and eat ye 
that which is good, and let your 
soul delight itself in fatness” (Isa. 
55:1, 2). Oh, how the heart of 
the heavenly Father yearns over 
a lost world! How He pleads! How

He draws! How He calls! Yes, 
God cares.

II. The Holy Spirit Cares 


Then listen to another call. The 
Holy Spirit, the blessed third 
Person of the Trinity, cares. “And 
the Spirit and the bride say, 
Come’’—the last invitation in the 
Bible. Jesus is speaking to the 
Apostle John and He seems to be 


John, let us make one more call, 
and in this last call, we are going 
to put everything in it. Let the 
Holy Spirit say, Come, for that is 
His business in the world.” Jesus 
said, ‘‘When he [the Holy Spirit | 
is come, he will reprove the world 
of sin, and of righteousness, and of 
judgment” (John 16:8). In the 
mercy, in the grace, in the infinite 
wisdom and plan of God, He sent 
the Holy Spirit into the world, 
and the Spirit’s primary purpose 
is to convict the world of sin and 
to call sinners unto repentance. 

Let me stop here long enough 
to say this: When Jesus made that 
promise of the Holy Spirit and 
stated His mission of convicting 
the world of sin, of righteousness 
and of judgment, He preceded 
that statement by saying, ‘When 
the Spirit is come unto you [the 
people of God| then He will do 
this work in a lost world and in 


me when I read that statement, 
for it means that in order for the 
Holy Spirit to do that indispensable 
work of convicting a lost world, 
in order for the Holy Spirit to woo 
and draw a lost world to God, first 
He must have a channel which 
He can work. And that channel 
is the redeemed of God when the 
Holy Spirit comes upon us. Jesus 
said in John 6:44, “No man can 
come to me, except the Father 
which hath sent me draw him.” 

That drawing power is. the 
Holy Spirit. But oh, as children 
of God, think of the responsibility 
that rests upon me and upon you, 
that He cannot draw except as 
He has channels through which 
to work when He has come upon 
us! But the Holy Spirit is here. 
He’ is calling. He is knocking at 
the door of lost souls. He is 
wooing, pleading. In every way 
that the Holy Spirit can approach 
a heart, He does it. 

Many of us have had this ex- 
perience. When we are in sin 
or wandering away from God, we 
wake suddenly in the wee hours 
of the night. Wedon’t know why. 
We cannot go back to sleep. And in 
the stillness of the night we begin 
to think. We begin to ask ourselves 
the question, “What is it all 
about? Where am I going from 
here? What about my relationship 
to God?” And maybe we try to 
dismiss it. from our minds, but 
it keeps hammering away at our 
hearts. What is it? It is the bles- 
sed Holy Spirit reaching for a 
soul. | 


Or maybe you have sat by a 
Mother’s bedside as she went out to 
be with God. A wayward son or 
daughter was there, and Mother 
looked up through those dimming 
eyes to say, “Son, meet Mother in 
Heaven,” or “Daughter, meet

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in Glory care. Listen to Jesus’ 
precious words: “Likewise, I say 
unto you, there is joy in the 
presence of the angels of God 
over one sinner that repenteth.” 


Down in Arkansas we used to 
sing a song, “There is joy among 
the angels.” But you know we 
sing a lot of songs that are un- 
scriptural and we do not realize 
it. We sing, “Will there be any 
stars in my crown?” How many 
of you ever sang that song? Did 
you. know that that is one of the 
most unscriptural and misleading 
songs ever written? Bless your 
heart; the Bible does not say any- 
thing about stars in anybody’s 
crown. In fact, there will be 
mighty few people who will have 
even a crown. Not all the saved 
will wear a Crown. We sing, “We 
shall wear a crown in the new 
Jerusalem.” But you read your 
Bible and you will see that is not 
scriptural. This song, ‘There is 
joy among the angels,” is very 
unscriptural also. Jesus did not 
say anything about joy among 
angels, but he said, “There is joy 
in the presence of the angels.” 
Now I am sure that the angels, in 
a measure do_ rejoice, but 
the angels do not know how to 
rejoice when a sinner is saved 
because they have never been 
lost. They do not know what it 
is to be lost. The angels are 
ministering spirits, sent forth to 
minister to those who are saved, 
and their dealings are with saved 
people. But there is a crowd 
yonder in Glory who know what 
it means to be lost and know 
how to rejoice when a sinner 
comes home to God. They are the 
redeemed of God who have trod 
the way before us, who have been 
saved and have gone on to Glory. 
You say, “Do they know what is 
going on down here on the earth?”’ 
With all my heart I believe that 
they do. If that isn’t so, what did 
Paul mean in the twelfth chapter 
of Hebrews in that opening verse? 
After he has called the roll of 
the heroes of faith in the eleventh 
chapter, starting with Abel, he 
comes clear across the centuries, 
telling how they by faith stopped 
the mouths of lions, quenched the 


violence of fire, how they lived}. 


and fought and suffered; then he 
said, “Seeing we also are com- 
passed about [or completely sur- 
rounded! with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is set 
before us” (Heb. 12:1). The whole 
figure is of a Roman arena and 
we who are here now are down 
here on the race course. And the 
race set out before us means the 
marked-out path into which the 
runner is to stay or be disquali- 
fied. The Roman arena was a com- 
plete circle with the course down 
in the middle. And in the grand- 
stands, all around it, tier upon 
tier, were the spectators. Paul said 
that we are completely surrounded 
by a veritable cloud of spectators 
—those who have gone before— 
and they are looking down upon 
us. Do you know, that makes the 
business of serving the Lord the 
most romantic thing in all the 
world to me. I tell you the great- 
est thing in this world, when I 
preach the Gospel and stand in this 
pulpit, or when I plead with a sin- 
ner to give his heart to Christ, is 
to be conscious that I am linked 
up with the plan of the ages and 
I have just taken up where those 
who ran the race before me laid 
down, and they are Jooking down 
upon me as I continue in the task 
they laid down. 


I used to be number four man 
in the relay race, the hardest 
place on the team. Why? Because 
if number one fails, it throws num- 
ber two and number three behind 
and that throws number four be- 
hind.

he holds in his hand to the next; 
the next man grabs it and away he 
goes. One day somebody laid down 
a task he had been doing for God. 
Somebody finished the course and 
I have taken it up, and I am mak- 
ing another lap in the race, Now 
Paul said, ‘They are looking down 
upon us. All around us, like a 
cloud, they are looking down upon 
us.’ Oh, what an incentive for us 
to do our dead level best for God! 
On the tenth day of December 
my mother went home to Heaven. 
How she loved to hear her boy 
preach! Naturally she thought I 
was the greatest preacher in the 
world. She would get up from her 
sickbed any time to hear me 
preach. For the last ten years of 
her life she was sick so much of 
the time, but when I was in reach 
of her, she never missed a sermon 
that I preached. Now I think every 
time I get in the pulpit to preach, 
she hears every word. Oh, that 
thought thrills me through and 
through!

LETTER FROM A LEPER 
COUPLE 
“Dear Friends: 

“This is the first. time that 
we communicate with you. We 
car’ assure you that it is the 
great suffering of our lives that 
is forcing us to write this letter. 
It has been a few years since 
we became ill with this horrible 
disease of leprosy and we have 
been on this rocky isolated is- 
land of Spinaloga, the leper 
colony on the island of Crete. 
Leprosy, unfortunately, attack- 
ed the limbs of our bodies and 
especially our eyes. We need to 
undergo surgery, but we do not 
have the necessary money. We 
want to buy some instruments 
so-that we may be able to walk 
and to move around a little bit, 
but we cannot do that either. 
For two solid years now we 
have been lying in bed without 
being able to move. On top of 
all these great trials of our ill- 
ness, misfortune struck another 
hard blow at us, and that is 
that our little home in the town 
of Volos where our eight chil- 
dren used to live has been com- 
pletely destroyed by the recent 
earthquakes. We lost every- 
thing we had, and so now our 
eight children are in the streets 
exposed to the elements of 
nature, Poverty and suffering 
are their constant companions, 
and we, their parents, are un- 
able to offer them anything or 
even to see them because we 
are in this’ far-away ~ leper 
colony. This is why we ask you 
to help us as much as you can 
so that we may be able to res- 
cue our children from certain 
death. Whatever you do for us 
the Lord will give it back to 
you a thousandfold. 

“My dear brothers and sis- 
ters, the cross that we bear is 
very heavy indeed. I am with- 
out any feet and almost without 
eyes and now the home of our 
children has been destroyed. 
Life has become unbearable. 
This leper colony is certainly 
indebted for what you have 
done for it and may God bless 
you. Won't you do something 
now for us and our children? 
My wife and I close this letter 
expecting a favorable’ reply 
from you.

accounts for the spread of Baal 
worship through Judah, and it al- 
so explains the neglect of the 
temple and its services of worship 
of Jehovah. It likewise explains 
why the nation had sunk to such 
a low moral and spiritual condi- 
tion. 


When Hilkiah, the high priest, 
came across the long lost scroll 
and saw that it was the law of 
God as given by Moses, he brought 
it to Shaphan, the scribe. Then 
Shaphan took the book at once 
to King Josiah and said, “Hilkiah, 
the high priest, rummaging in the 
temple, came across this book.” 

“Read it to me,” commanded the 
king, and Shaphan began to read. 
Presently Josiah, the king, was in 
utter consternation as he realized 
that the nation had utterly de- 
parted from the counsel of God. 
Then young Josiah humbled him- 
self in the dust. “The reforma- 
tion,” Josiah said, “shall begin 
with the king. The head of this 
nation will put himself in the dust 
and repent in sackcloth and 
ashes.”’ And ‘then to all his officers 
and to those close to him he said, 
“‘We must repent for our derelic- 
tions, for all our neglect, for all 
Our sins, or the nation will be 


destroyed.” Thus throughout all 
Judah there began a reformation; 
the king was spared and his people 
were spared. The lost Bible had 
been found. 

Josiah assembled leaders of the 
people from all over the nation 
and in solemn assembly read 
them the long lost Book of the 
Law. Their reaction was like that 
of the king. They were astonished; 
they were humiliated; and they 
were penitent when they realized 
how far the nation had departed 
from the laws of God. They agreed 
with their young king that heroic 
measures of reform should be 
adopted at once. They favored the 
full restoration of the temple and 
its worship of almighty God. Not 
only that, but they decided to 
back Josiah in his drastic cam- 
paign of wiping out every vestige 
of Baal worship in the land and 
also numerous other forms of 
idolatry which, like cancers, had 
eaten into the vitals of the nation.

He looked up at me, reached 
over, took me by the hand and 
said, “Brother Hankins, I have 
listened to the Devil for the last 
time. I am coming to Jesus!” 

My friend, if you go to Hell, it 
will be because you listened to the 
Devil. He is the only one in the 
universe that wants you to go to 
Hell.

ship. But it also shows us the 
blessed results when people give 
God’s Word and will and worship 
their rightful place in their lives. 


1. By Neglect 
The sad truth is that people may 
lose the Bible today even as it 
was lost in the time of Josiah. 
The Bible may be lost today by 
neglect. We can go our ways, look- 
ing after our businesses, looking 
after our tasks, looking after the 
concerns and calls of our daily 
lives and may lose this book of 
the law of God. The Bible may be 
lost by neglect. There it lies on 
the parlor table; there it rests on 
the mantel, and yet weeks go by, 
it may be, and even months, and 


this book of the law of God is not 


consulted. With all its counsel, all 
its wisdom, all its light and lead- 
ing, it is not consulted at all. As 
we go our busy ways here and 
there, the Bible, God’s law, the 
lamp for our feet may be lost by 
neglect. 


2. By Subsitutes 


How else may it be lost? It may 
be lost by substitution. That is to 
say, we may put other things in 
its place. Jesus said to the scribes 
and Pharisees of His day: “Ye 
have made the commandments of 
God of none effect by your tradi- 
tions.” These scribes and Phari- 
sees, who were teachers of reli- 
gion, set aside the Bible, the law 
of God, the divine revelation to 
men; set it aside by human com- 
mandments, human traditions. If 
we put anything in the place of the

Bible, then the Bible is lost there- 
by. One of the tragedies of the 
world this fair morning is the 
reading, both good and bad, which 
is substituted for this book of the 
centuries. 


It is possible to lose the Bible 
ourselves by substituting a great 
deal of good reading for it. One 
of the perils to the preacher to- 
day is that he will go there to his 
shelf and read what the scholars, 
critical and practical, say about 
the Bible, without coming to the 
Bible for himself and letting the 
Bible speak to him, and letting 
God through the Bible say to him 
what God wants the Bible to say 
to him. We can lose the Bible by 
substituting lesson helps and quar- 
terlies and commentaries, and 
books on devotional reading. 


Time and again I am asked by 
people that grope, beaten down by 
the flail of disappointment and be- 
reavement and suffering: “Tell me 
some good devotional book to 
read, to help me as I grope in the 
darkness.” Why, the devotional 
books of this world are like little 
candles lighted by men compared 
with the sun, when we bring these 
books alongside the holy Word of 
God. The fourteenth chapter of 
John, and the twenty-third Psalm, 
and the eighth chapter of Ro- 
mans have more in them of com- 
fort and reinforcement and in- 
spiration and impulse upward than 


all the books of earth written by 
men—three chapters in the Bible. 
And so we are in danger of losing 
the Bible by substituting other 
things in its place. 


3. Bible Lost by Mutilation 


Nor is that all. We are in dang- 
er of losing the Bible by mutila- 
tion, by taking out a little here, 
and a little there, and casting the 
other aside. You cannot treat the 
Bible like that. The Word of God 
which we have today has been 
tried through the long centuries. 
The searchlight of criticism, both 
from foes and friends, has been 
focused during the long years on 
this book of God. All the books 
put together have not suffered a 
thousandth part of the testing to 
which the Word of God has been 
subjected. We are in danger of 
losing the Bible when we cut out 
this and cut out that and change 
this and change that. 


I have read every attack I can 
find on the Bible; and yet I tell 
you, as I come back and bring 
brain and conscience and life to 
the Word of God and examine the 
cavilings and the attacks brought 
against it, I believe it without 
wavering from the records in the 
Pentateuch to the last syllable in 
the last book of Revelation. The 
Word of God is a tested word. Do 
not mutilate it now by cutting it 
to pieces.

4. Men Lose ¥ Bible by 
Disobeying It 

Nor is that all. We may lose the 
Word of God by disobeying it. Let 
a man have light and fail to use it, 
and his light will turn into dark- 
ness. ‘There are many men today 
who have become skeptics because 
they had light and did not live 
up to it. If a man does not use his 
light, that light will turn into 
darkness, If a man has a convic- 
tion on any question and represses 
it, that conviction will get weak- 
er every hour he lives. A man is 
to utter his belief. A man is to 
make known his conviction. Every 
time a man utters his conviction 
he is thenceforth stronger because 
of such utterance. Even so, if a 
man has light from the Word of 
God, and ignores it, and disregards 
it, Jesus Himself teaches that his 
light shall be turned into dark- 
ness. That man who had one tal- 
ent and would not use it had that 
talent taken from him. A man who 
has light and will not use it has 
the light taken from him. A man 
who knows his duty and refuses 
to do it gets deeper into the dark- 
ness every hour.

And you are not surprised at the 
inscription which the President 
ordered put in every Bible given 
to the armed forces. Let me read 
it to you: “The Bible is the word 
of light. I beg that you will read 
it and find this out for yourselves. 
Read not little snatches here and 
there, but long passages that will 
really be the road to the heart of 
it. You will find it full not only of 
real men and women, but also of 
the things you have wondered 
about and been troubled about all 
your life, as men have been, al- 
ways, and the more you read the 
it will become 
plain to you what things in this 
world are worth while and what 
are not; what things make men to 


be loyal, right dealing, speaking ho become acquainted with it 


the truth, readiness to give every- 
thing for what they think their 
duty, and most of all the wish 
that they may have the real ap- 
proval of the Christ who gave 
everything for them; and the 
things that are guaranteed to 
make men unhappy, selfishness, 


| cowardice, greed, and everything 


that is low and mean. You will 
read all that in the Bible. When 
you have read the Bible you will 
know that it is the Word of God, 
because you will have found it 
the key to your own heart, your 
own happiness, and your own 
duty.” 


3. The Bible for Parents,

For all these reasons and many 
others, I urge that we come back 
to the Bible and read it, and know 
it and follow it, the Holy Word 
of God. Let it be an open Book, 
a used Book. Let this Book make 
its full impact on your minds, your 
hearts and your wills. Let it be a 
lamp unto your feet and a light 
unto your path. » 


Oh, men and women, especially 
those of you who are parents or 
teachers, let me, with every ounce 
of influence I may have, urge that 
you become so saturated with the 
teachings of this Book that your 
own lives will be divinely enrich- 
ed by the wisdom, the grace and 
the power that come from God 


and, being thus enriched, may you 


do all in your power to give to

You parents can do no wiser 
thing than to have a set time for 
the reading of God’s Word to the 
youngsters there in your home. 
Not only read it to them, but ex- 
plain it to them as best you can. 
At other times tell to them some 
of the wonderful stories found in 
the Bible. Children and older 
people, too, love the Bible stories 
more than any others in all the 
world, and the children will re- 
member them to old age. 


Oh, parents and teachers, there 
is no estimating the eternal value 
of what you do to implant the 
Word of God in the minds and 
hearts of impressionable young 
people! Nothing you can do is 
more vital or more worthwhile in 
God’s sight! 


4. God’s Word in the Heart 
Led This Criminal to Christ 


I told a group of you, on com- 
ing back from the west some 
weeks ago, of the conversion of a 
notorious character in. the far 
West, a man who had killed sev- 
eral men. I do not know anything 
about the merits or demerits of 
the awful tragedies, but he was 
sent to prison for a long time. His 
own body was marred and scarred 
by bullets and one arm gone. He 
came to the meeting out of idle 
curiosity, a man nearly seventy 
years of age, and then he tarried 
and became interested, and by and 
by, after days of darkness, the 
poor fellow humbly made public 
confession of Christ as his Sav- 
iour. And when later I talked with 
him, he said to me, with his great 
frame quivering as though he were 
a tree riven by the lightning: “My 
mother died when I was about 
six years old, but before she died, 
my mother—and there was never 
better—taught me the Word of 
God. But I forgot all about it, for 
she died and I had no friend left. 
I have been a rover, a wanderer, 
a wretched sinner; but as I have 
heard you preach these three or 
four days, those sentences which 
mother taught me, which I had 
forgotten for fifty or sixty years, 
burned in my soul like a furnace, 
and while you preached I could 
see written in great characters 
those verses out of the Bible that 
mother taught me before I was 
six years of age.” 


The seed planted by that moth- 
er in the life of her child had lain 
dormant for fifty years. Then in 
his old age, when I preached the 
Gospel within his hearing, . the 
Holy Spirit took those gospel 
truths and let them become like 
rain and sunshine falling on the 
long dormant seed of the mother’s 
sowing. That seed germinated and 
brought forth repentance and 
faith. That man was gloriously 
saved before that meeting ended. 


Oh, the Bible has great appeal 
for children and for young people 


and for old people who learned to 
love it during their earlier years. 
But the Bible makes a powerful 
appeal to red-blooded men in the 
prime of life, because the Bible has 
so much of virility and wisdom 
and heroism and strength in it. 
Every busy man of affairs, en- 
gaged in the daily struggles and 
battles of life ought to read the 
Bible every day. He may run rail- 
roads, but he ought to read the 
Bible regularly. He may be mayor 
of a city or governor of a state 
or president of a nation, but he 
ought to read the Bible daily. He 
may be a great teacher, doctor or 
lawyer, but he ought to read the 
If the mighty 
business and professional men of 
this nation would read and study 
and know their Bibles the future 
of our beloved country would be 
blessedly assured. 


Oh, my dear people, let us in 
every possible way magnify the 
Bible in every phase of our church 
life, in our home life, in our busi- 
ness and professional life, in every 
realm in which we touch the 
lives of others. Let us thank God 
continually for the Bible and do 
all within our power to cause this 
Book and its truths to have free 
course unto the ends of the earth. 
It is God’s Word to a lost and 
needy world! 


Let us pray.

that divorces and broken homes, 
more than ony other single fac- 
tor, contributed to the downfall 
of these nations. 


Every day letters come to me 
from broken-hearted persons who 
are the victims of broken homes. 
Millions of Americans have come 
to regard lightly the vows taken 
at marraige. As a result we are 
rapidly surpassing all other na- 
tions in the rate of divorce, to 
say nothing of a host of annul- 
ments and separations. 


France has only one-fourth the 
number of divorces we do; Ger- 
many has only one-third, and 
Japan has only one-half the num- 
ber of broken homes that we 
Americans have. 

Although more than a million 
and a half persons will have mar- 
ried this year, approximately 
500,000 will end in the divorce 
courts. Less than one out of 
three can hope for a continued 
marriage.

God and the Bible Are the 
Foundation of Good 
Homes 


It is high time that our so- 
called experts on marriage, the 
family, and the home turn to the 
Bible. We have read newspaper 
columns and listened to counselors 
on the radio: psychiatrists have 
had a land office business. In it all 
the One who performed the first 
marriage in the Garden of Eden, 
and instituted the union between 
man and wife has been left out. 

It was God who made the race 
commanded, “Be fruitful and mul- 
tiply.” 

It was God who said, “It is not 
good that man should be alone. I 
will make him an helpmeet for 


It was God himself who brought 
the bride to her husband in~the 
first marriage. It was God’s word 
that declared for all ages, ‘““There- 
fore shall a man leave his fath- 
er and his mother, and shall cleave 
unto his wife, and they shall be 
one flesh.” 


We speak of “holy matrimony,” 
and holy it is, for it is the oldest 
of God’s institutions. It is. not 
merely a social and civil arrange- 
ment for the convenience of two 
people. It is a divine bestowal 
that takes man and wife and 
makes one flesh out of them. All 
through the Old and New Testa- 
ments marriage is exalted as the 
very highest of relationships. 


Writing to the Ephesians, Paul 
compares the love which a hus- 
band has for his wife to that 
Same devotion which Christ has 
for His Church. 


The Bible further teaehes that 
marriage can terminate in only 
one way without provoking God’s 
displeasure. That way is indicated 
in the marriage.pledge promising 
faithfulness “until death do you 
part.” 


When God instituted matri- 
mony, He made no provision for 
the separation of husband and 
wife. They are to cleave together. 
Marriage, according to the divine 
ordinance, is a lifelong union. 


The Pharaisees. asked Jesus, “Is 
it lawful for a man to put°away 
his wife?” 

Christ ruled, after directing 
their attention to the divine in- 
stitution of marriage, ‘What 
therefore God hath joined togeth- 
er let no man put asunder.” 


To emphasize the words of Je- 
sus, - Paul says in Romans 7:2, 
“The woman which hath an hus- 
band is bound by law to her hus- 
band so long as he liveth.” 


Immorality, God’s Only 
Excuse for Divorce 


But many of you will ask, “Is 
there no exception to this com- 
prehensive, sweeping divine rule?” 

There is, for in the Sermon on 
the Mount where Jesus described 
the striking contrast between His 
mission and that of Moses, He 
spoke of divorce and said, “It hath 
been said, whosoever shall put a- 
way his wife, let him give her a 
writing of divorcement. But I say 
unto you that whosoever shall put 
away his wife, saving for the 
cause of fornication, causeth her 
to commit adultery, and whoso- 


vorced committeth adultery.” 
In other words, marital unfaith- 


innocent party as a reason for 
separation. 
The sin of immorality is so ter- 


is the only thing that He allows 
to break the marriage relation- 
ship. Woe unto you that are guilty 
of this sin! Unless you confess 
your sins and forsake them, it 
would be better had you never 
been born! 

The Bureau of Census gives in 
a bulletin on marriage and divorce 
the following reasons for which di- 
vorces are granted in this coun- 
try: (1) adultery, (2) cruelty, 
(3) desertion, (4) drunkenness, 
(5) neglect to provide, (6) vagran- 
cy, (7) conviction of crime, (8) 
separation, (9) bigamy, and (10) 
incompatibility. At the root of ev- 
ery one of these reasons is sin. 
Until we do something about sin, 
we are going to continue to have 
broken homes. 


Where did these divorces and 
broken homes come from? A re- 
cent survey found only one di- 
vorce to every fifty-seven mar- 
rages took place where the fam- 


is one out of three.

prayer. Some time ago the WALL 
STREET JOURNAL declared in

... That is what we need to rid 
this country of graft and greed.” 

During the past few weeks 
many women have written saying 
that their husbands are not 
Christians and are not in sym- 
pathy with religious exercises in 
the home, and that their husbands 
live drunken and immoral lives.

A partial answer to these wo- 
men can be found in the words of 
another whose husband was an al- 
coholic for more than ten years.
